For  the  Year  ending  30th  September,  1941 


The  Committee  present  the  74th  Annual  Report  to  the 
subscribers. 

The  Hospital  has  had  a  quiet  year  and  has  only 
treated  23  in-patients  in  addition  to  a  number  of  out¬ 
patients. 

In  August  the  Sister-in-charge,  Miss  Cook,  resigned 
after  more  than  twenty  years’  service  and  the  Committee 
was  fortunately  able  to  secure  in  Miss  Duro&e  a  most 
experienced  successor  to  act  as  Matron. 

The  opportunity  was  taken  to  close  the  Hospital  for 
necessary  repairs  and  overhaul  of  equipment,  and  it  was 
re-opened  on  September  17th. 

Two  more  beds  have  been  added  making  nine  in  all 
and  everything  in  the  Hospital  has  been  brought  up-to- 
date  at  considerable  expense.  This  has  been  met  and 
more  than  covered  by  the  generous  donations  of  friends 
of  the  Hospital,  and  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Balance 
Sheet  the  financial  position  is  excellent.
